Several additional sub-contracts 
for reconditioning the steamship 
“Leviathan,” now in the hands of the 
general contractors, the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company at Newport News, have 
been announced, according to New 
York advices. Included among thesr, 
it was stated, was that of the oil 
burning cquipment for the 46 big 
boilers of the 52,000 ton liner. This 
contract has been awarded to the 
Peabody Engine Company, the 
equipment to he used being that 
which bears the firm’s name, 

Work in the boiler-room of the big 
chip has eo Sar progressed that ex- 
tended tests havo been made on 
several of her boilers, equipped with 
fuel oil installation, Theso testa, a 
tepresentative of the ehipbui'dera 
said, were highly. satisfactory ond 
have progressed to the point where at 
Icoat one of the boilers is now evipply- 
ing the eteam neceesary for use in the 
reconditioning work of the vescel. 

LARGE HORSE-TOWER INCREASE 

EXPECTED. 


Disouseing further the boiler teste 
and the fuel. oil equipment it was 
asserted that when the big vessel is 
turned over to her operators she will 
be’ able to generate fully” 100,000 
horeepower. Expectations of the ship 
in that Jine when che first came out 
were between 80,000 ond 90,000 
bordepower. The predicted increase 
is to be brought about by the {nel oil 
installation and the improvements in 
her turbines now under way. . |

2,000 KILLED DAT NEW YORK 
IN A YEAR. 


— 


The fact that nearly 2,000 persons ; 


were killed and 40,000 injured by 
motor-cars in New York: State Jast 
year has aroused the authorities to 
the necessity of devising waya and 
means of reducing,the number of ac- 
cider ts, and a legislative committee 
has recommended the enactment of 
severe regulations ard the appoint- 
ment of a motor vebicle commiesioner 
with ample power and ataff to enforce 
them. The committee found that 
most of the accidents occurred outside 
the large‘cities of the State, hecanse 
the officials of the country districts 


‘permitted almost anybody. to drive a 


motor-cax, including children, and 
aged, lame, blind, * and 
deaf people. The only way to sale- 
guard human life and protect com- 
petent drivers, the committea found, 
was to enact o State law requiring 
every owner tobe bonded and insured 
against liability to othere, and that’ 
the licences of drivers bo revoked for 
excceding speed limits, improper use 
of headlights, or permitting cara to 
detetiorate to au extent where their 
equipment became inadequate and 
defective. The greatest loss of life 
was caused by recklees driving, for 
which severe punishment ia recom- 
mended. The committee urged that 
in no circumstances sould juveniles 
be permitted to operate B motor, and 
"that no licences be granted unless the 
applicant passes a rigid exnmination 
and practical teats.

Yesterday the Lugislstive Council 
passed the first reading of the Govern- 
meant's bill to amend t1¢ Jaw relatiog 
to evidence. This measure is de- 
signed to increase the Crown's powers 
in severst respects. “Objects and 
reasons” explain that section ‘29 of 
tho Evidence Ordinance, 1889, pro- 
vides that a deposition taken at the 
magistracy nay be res at the sessions 
trial if the provecution ie, for certain 
sprcified reasons, unable to prodace 
the witness for the Criminal Court 
Proceedings. “Owing to difficulties 
of proof the specified grounds have 
"been found insufficient, and it is now 
proposed ‘to ada to them another 
proud. Under the section as amended 
by the bill introduced yesterday it 
will be enough for the prosecution to 
. prove that the witness: cannot be 
found at his last known place of re 
sidence ih the Colony. 
Moving ‘the bill yesterday, the 
Attorney-Qeneral explained the 
pecossity foc this amendment, 
Obviously, he said, there most be 
auch powar, otherwise witnesses for 
the Crown might be kept out of the 
way by the other side, Sometimes, 
moreover, witnesses disappeared for 
other reasons.

PROVINCIAL ..88EMBLY'S DISCUSSION. 

The Chinese merchants in Canton 
have displayed considerable interest 
in the plans devised ‘by Civil G svern- 
or Chao Chik Yu to Bring the paper 
carrency back to par. Speculation is 

rife na to where the Government - will 
obtain the. $500,000 ~ per month i in 
silver coins to redeem the $10,000,000 
worth of notes deposited with thu 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank’ at 
Shameen. An importans official of 
the Finance Bureau has announced 
that the: sum will be obtained from 
four principle sources, viz:-— 

1.—The Canton Mint will turn ont 
$10.000 silver coins per day; exctud- 
ing Sundays, the total fora month 
would ke approximately $250,000 
2—Revenve’ from Government 
property is expected to bring in 
mn per month, 
3.—Tne collections at the Kowloon 
acd Lapps Customs are in Hongkong 
notes, and’ ‘average about $40,000, this 
being equivalent to $59,000 Canton 
sub-coins, -° 
4.—-Stamp revenues: amount to 
about $100,000 each month. 

From theso four sourezs, $450,000 
is expected and the Finatice Depart- 
ment will furnish the balance to 
make up a total of $500,000, 

Yesterday afternana, the Provincial, 
Assembly held a scsaion to d ecuss the 
question of the depzeziated notes. It 
was pointed ont that the fall in tne 
value of tha Provincial Bank nutes 
was due to three reasons viz :— 

1.—The Gowrament’s failure to 
onnouncs a definits plan to deal with 
the situation. 

2.—-Nothing his. been published 
regarding the atmount:of notes in 
circulation and no max'mem issve has 
been decided on. : 

$.—The aon-appointment of a 
Committee 'to eupervisa the Finance 
Department's actions ia connection 
with the notes, As the- notea arte 
nearly all in Canton a body represent. 
ing the Government, the Provincial 
Assembly and the peuple should be 
immediateiy empowered to. contral 
the Finance Dopartmeat's . dealings 
aud investigate as to the amount 
iasued, and as to what steps will be 
taken to redoem ths over-icane, This 
body of experts should .also:po into 
the question of.mnilitary expanditure 
as this ie the ‘most ifportant item 
paid in notes. 

The Assembly. agreed thot this 
committe should be immediately 
appointed ind several members asked 
for lof rmation regarciug the_aratas 
and powers to be conferred ov tha ex. 
"perte, Another member pointed out 
that theFinance Dej artmentwasreally 
Yesponsible to the Provincial Assemb- 
ly tor its actions aod suggested that 
the Department be asked to furnigh o 
ttatement. As ‘ona of the members 
represcnted the Finance Department, 


‘ho was called upon to announce what 
would be done'and he thereupon o7t- 
lined the scheme ‘as stated. The 
suggestiona were then discussed and 
it was ponted out that the Civil 
Governor had; prior. to. his election 
omised’ his early attention to the 
niatter bat nothing defivita had yet 
been done. The puttiog of his words 
into: action would give a fillip 
to quotations of the. notes and an 
apnouncement: from him would ba 
welcomed. Ultimately, it was decided

DANGEROUS GOODS. : 


STORACE OF INFLAMMABLE 
LIQUIDS. 


— 


Tho firat reading of a Bill intituled 
. An Ordinance ta ametd the Danger- 
ous Goods Ordinance. 1873 was mov- 
ed by the Attorney-General in tho 
Legislative Council vesterday after- 
noon, Ho said: This Bill is necessary 
in order to mako it porsibla to make 
cortain alterations in tho rules relatiog 
to the storage and p ssession of in- 
Hammable liquids, These rules have 
been drafted: in consul’ation with the 
principal cornpanies concerned in the 
storage of auch liquids and they ora 
partly based on those apptind by tho 
Petroleum D partment of H. M. 
Goverament Tho necosrary poxer 
‘to make regulations is given in the 
new clase which clauac 2 of tho Bill; 
proposes to insert in the principal | 
Ordinances. The other amendments 
mada by the Bill ate conaequen- 
tial with one exception. Section 
48 of the principal Ordiaance provides : 
that offences under section 13 of the | 
Ordinance can only be dealt wi h by 
two Magistratoe 5 tting together. The 
section in question deals with two 
offences —one is the carriags of don- 
gerous yoods ard requires that dan 
gerous goode must not be moved 
uoleas tho packag: contains in Hog. 
lish and Chineso the word ‘‘danger- 
ons.” The other offenco dealt with 
in secticn 13 is the offence of deliver- 
ing dangerous goods to a wareboure 
keeper without giving him notice of 
the nature of the contents of the pack- 
ages. Offences of that catvre are 
dealt with in England by small. fines 
vorying from a maximum of 
£5 to £20, Our section 13, for same 
curious reason, makes {he maximum 
$2,000 or two years’ imprisonment. 
It it under consideration to reduca 
that maximum because the offences do 
not scom'to be very ectious. Clause 
G oi the Bill proposea to give jurisdic- 
tion under that section to one Magis- 
trato, because there are many maze 
serious offencea which at preevat, are 
dealt with by ono Magistrate alcue. 
It is under consideration to inacrt a 
further clause in the Bill reducing the 
maximum penalty under section 13 of 
the principal Ordinance. 


THE TYPHOON. 


STORM PASSES OVER. 


— 


Jt ‘is clear now that Hongkong has 
come through ao much of the typhooa 
as made itaclf felt in the Colony 
without euffering any material dam- 
age, I-deed in ono respect the 
typhoon was something of a blessing 
becnase it brought with it torrential 
rains which, according to P.W.D, 
offcials, have greatly helped along our 
water supplies just at tho time a little 
aasiatance was needed. 

A statement issued yesterday by 
tue Director of the Royal Observatory 
(Mr. 'T. I. Cloxten) raid: ‘The 
typhoon formed about 400 milos east 
by south of Aparri on September 14 
pateed throuzh tke Baliotang Channel 
on the afternoon of September 16, 
and curved: southwards to about 
Latitude 17 and Longitude 117 on the 
morning of the 18th. After remain- 
ing nearly stationary for about 24 
hours, it commenced to move north- 
wert wards, passiug near Kwong Chow 
Wan on the moining of the 2ist. . It 
paseed within abrut 200 miles of 
Hor gkeng on tio evening of the 20th. 
The mst violent squall registered 
was at the ratc of 74 miles an hour, at 
116 pm, on the 20th, The lowest 
barometer reading recorded in Hong 
kong was 29.56,”

“ BOATWOMEN DROWNED, 


There waa considerable excitement 
in Connaught Road West in the 
vicinity of the Macao wharf at 2 
o'clock this morning when tho blow- 
ing of police whiatlea snd cries of 
“Savo life’’: awakened the neigh 
bourhocd. Soon tbe praya was 
crowded, and there wore rumonrs. of 
robbery and even of stabbing going the 
rounds among the - excited throng: 
Then it was discovered that the cries of 
distress came from among some cra{t 
madn fast to the Saikong wharf, and 
it was eoon known that a woman, the 
wile of a l'ghterman, whose craft hid 
been unloading at the wharf cartier 
in the night, in anticipation of having 
to put into the typhoon shelter in case 
the wiod rose, bad accidentally fallen 
overboard while the vessel was being 
towed away from tho wharf. The 
unfortunate woman had no chance in 
euch a choppy sea, and sinking im- 
mediately, did not sppear again. 
About half an hour later, the woman's 
dead body was picked up. 

The gale was responsible for at 
least onu other death la-t night.. A 
sumpan which was on its way to the 
Youmoti shelter early in the ovening, 
vias’ wrecked opposite -the Kowloon 
| wharves, All the crew. were saved by 
meoas of ropes from ashore, with the 
exception of an clderly woman, who 
was drowned. Her body bas not yot 
b en recovered,

TROOPS IN CANTON, 


GENERAL CHEN CHIUNG 
MING’S DECISION. 

Following his return to duty os 
Qommander-in-Chief, General Chen 
Chuing- ming stated that he would do 
bis utmost to ensure the separa- 
tion of civil and military control, 
and would not permit any. troops 
to: be stationed inside Canton. 
He’ has already commenced his 
training scheme with headquartors at 
Yin Tong where tho Canton garrison 
will be quartered. Several com- 
maudera have already obeyed his or- 
dera and moved their men out of the 
city. Generel Hung Leuk seems 
unwilling to comply with inatruc- 
tions and, apparently, intends keep- 
ing hia troops in the city. General 
Chen has signified that his wishes 
must provail and that he will eaforce 
them. On the other hond, Hung bas 
stated that his men have not been 
paid for some time and he has no 
funds to meet the arrears, He anli- 
cipates difficulty in getting bis sub- 
crdinates to move without being paid 


and hints that in the event of a dead- | - 


lock, he would tender his resignation. 

General Chan has persistently 
despatched delegates to ask his 
former Direntor,of Operations,J p Kue, 
to return to Canton frum his 
native district of Waichow. Ip has 
declared that ho would not go to 
Canton to uphold personal aspirations 
but, in the event of. work for 
national benefit arising, would return. 
It eeema that the misunderstanding 


‘between him and General Chan is no 


nearer settlement. 

General Chen hae received a report 
that Cheung ]foi Yu, a Yunnan com- 
mander in‘Kwonggi has taken possea- 
sion of Chun Chow and traffic un the 
West Rivet above Wuchow is inter- 
rupted, Businzes in Wuchow is prac 
tically ot o standstill and there 
is u emoll exodus to Canten.

more likely to impress him with the 
importance and eolemnity of the oath, 
‘and, in any cast, in making this 
alterution we arc going back to the 
English pravtice. 

Clause 6 merely provides for the use 
of the Saottish form of oath when tho 
witness wishes to be sworn in that 
way. It ie merely a repetition of un 
existing section. Clause 6 is new in 
our Statute ; it isa copy of a scction 
in tho English Oaths Act of 1888 
which provides that where an oath 
has been administered duly, and 
taken, the fact that tha person to 
whom it was administered has no re- 
ligious belief does not affect the vali- 
dity cf the oath. It is obvious that 
if a person takes an cath without 
raising any “objection, neither he nor 
anyone else can be heard to say thot 
the oath is of no effect because the 
witness had no religious belief. 

Clause 7 is more complicated, but 
Ido. not think I need go into detail 
because it is fully explained in“ the 
Objects and Reasons.” -Putting it 


‘shortly the clause is intended to 


simplify the law on the aubject of 
affirmations and moke it approximate 
to the English law on the su ject. 


Clause 8 is practically a copy of an 
‘ existing eection. 


Clause 9 ia certainly an innovation. 
‘It isan attempt to deal with the 
difficulty which sometimes occurs 
in Evgland. Medical Officers in the 
Government service, of course, fre- 
quently go on leave, and when they 
leave the eervice, finally, they often go 
to placcs far distant from the Colony 
pnd it is impossible to get them back 
to give evidecce, The atction provides 
‘that in any pro:ecution for murd'r or 
manslaughter any medical entries or 
report of any Grvernment medical 
officer which purport tu relate to 
the deceased will be admiasiblein evi- 
dence, on proof of his handariting 
aud proof of hisdeath or absence from 
the Colony.

We might not always be in a2 favour. 
able a position and we think it 
safer to provide that where the 
doctor cannot ba. called, because 
of his deoth or abecnco from 
the Colony, his record of the post- 
mortem examination shall bs 
admissible in ev'derce. OF course, 
the question of the weight of that 
evidenca is another matter. I might 
eay that it dees not seem to lea very 
important change to mike these 
records evidence: because, alter all, if 
a trial takes place aftera coneiderable 
lapse of time the medical offi ‘er 
obviouly cannot remembr the 
details without refresbiag his n-mory 
and what he deesis to go to bis record, 
rend it and’ give his evidence after 
refresbins his memory in that way. 
Ths longer the time that elapses the 
more the evicence really resteon the 
note or recotd rather than on the 
officer's own recollection. 

Clavso 10, is, I think,—though the 
point is not quite clear— practically 
declaratory of the existing law. At 
all events it clears up certain doubta : 
it provides that any observations 
made by the accused in the course of 
the horring at the: Magistracy and any 
evidence given by him must be taken 
down by tha Magistrate apd proved 
ot the triat by tho~production of tho 
depositions. -Thore isa certain amount 
of doubt as to how the remarks made

“CHILD LABOUR. 


AVTORNEY—GENERAL 
EXPLAINS THE BILL, 


— 


Moving the firat reading of the 
Child Labour Bill in tho Legislative 
Council yestorday afternoon tho At- 
torney General said: Thie Bill hos 
been drafted to carry aut the recom- 
mendations of the Commission on tho 
jndustrial eroployment of , childron, 
appointed by His Excelloncy tho 
Govarnor on the 24th March 1921, and 
which reported on the 24th Ootober, 
1921., Itisalso intended to carry 
oub, as ferns is possible, having: re 
gard to local conditions, the spirit of 
the provisions ofthe Draft Conven- 
tion which was adopted at Washing- 
ton on the 28th November, 1919, by 
the Inturnational Labour Conference, 
which relutes to the ndmission of 
children to industrial employment, 


Tho practical detailed provisions ap- | 


pear in the regulations, printed in the 
schedule of the Bill. It is not 
suggested that these regulations 
are a final aottlem nt of the problem ; 
they aro tentative and may, of course, 
require alteration as time goes oD and 
as wo obtain more experiency, It is 
obviou3, I think, that we must attack 
a problem of this kind very carefally 
and slowly, because too much inter- 
ference with the existing eys’em of 
child labour ia the Colony would 
cause great hurdship to the poorer 
classca and probubly to the children 
themselves, : 
Regulations 1 ond 2 provide that 
no child—that is any person under 15 
years of age—is to be em ployed in any. 
dangerous tiade, and the dangerous 
{radea specified in this regulation aro 
boilcr chipping, manufacture of fire- 
worke and glass moking. It will be 
noticed that it is not only trades that 
are dangerous that are aimed at, lat 
also trades injurious to health. 


Regulation 3 provides that no child - 


un ‘or 10 is to be employed in a {ac- 
tory. A factory is defined in clause 2 
in terms token from tho Inglich 
Statute on the subject. Regulation 4 
is an attempt to deal with the 
employment of children in castial 
labour. The Commission recom- 
mend:d that no child under 13 
(Chinese reckoning) should be empky 
ed in any form of casual labour. That

The story of an unsolved Kettering 
murder ‘ii recalled by the death of 
John Sudborough, s furniture dealer, 
of Wo khouse-equore, at the oge of 
seventy one. - eacane: 

It wason Christmas Eve, 1886, that 
Samutl Osborn, sa old man well 
respected, was found foully murdered 
attho| in his cottage down Newland-atrest, 
where he lived by himself. He had 
been brutally battered to death by 
some heavy weap n. Suadborough,
